The ice pilot took up his place in the 
crow’s nest, on the ship, when we 
were in the ice flelds, and should have 
had, and eventually did have, com- 
plete charge of directing the course of 
the ship. The sailing master objected 
to the ice pilot's holding absolute 
sway over the movements of the ship 
at any time, and that is how the row 
began.

These corpora- 
tions have enlarged our productive 
capacity by the addition of new bona- 
fide capital in a degree hardly notice- 
able. They have merely undertaken to 
dazzle the speculative world by play- 


ing upon the popular fancy for full- 


page advertisements. And in nearly 
every one of them, the motive of the 
organization has been mainly to shield 
capital already invested from the 
operation of material forces always 
presented in the commercial world. 

“Before anybody makes up his mind 
that the so-called American trust is a 
permanent institution, let him consider 
the long list of ambitious combinations 
which have already had their affairs 
wound up by the courts—the alcohol 
trust, the linseed of] trust, the alkali 
trust, the asphalt trust, the bicycle 
trust, and scores of others whose very 
names are now even forgotten.

Pacific Coasters Are Suspected in New 

York of Trying to Squeeze Out East- 

ern Seeders and Outsiders. ; 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMTS.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.— [Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) The idea that the Pacific Coast 
Seeded Raisin Company is trying to 
squeeze out.eastern seeders and also 
outside interests on the Coast contin- 
ues to grow in jobbing circles here. 
That there is trouble in raisin-seeding 
quarters is shown by the following tele- 
gram received today from the Coast: 

“The raisin seeders outside of the 
‘Big Five’ are squealing very hard. 
They are trying to buy of their repre- 
sentatives here, as our price shows an 
actual loss to them for seeded stock. 
Be very careful and do not sell to 
any one who is liable to resell to our op- 
position. Should such sales be made, 
we will not ship goods. An agreement 
is asked for by our competitors. At the 
meeting which will be called today we 
look for a settlement, and if it comes 
there will surely be an advance of one- 
half cent on seeded.” 

An eastern seeder expressed confi- 
dence in still being able to do business, 
and quotes 7% cents for choice and 7% 
cents for fancy. This is a quarter of a 
cent less than the Coast basis, as 
quoted by the association. He further 
said he believed the reports of an ad- 
vance, as sent out by the “Big Five” 
were simply made to force sales. One 
outside representative claimed that he 
was still doing business, and was offer- 
ing up to ten carloads of loose raisins 


at the association's figure, with a con- 
cession of 5 per cent., and in some in- 
stances up to 10 per cent. 

Brokers and representatives of the as- 
sociation admit doing business with 
concessions of 3% per cent. off the open- 
ing figures, and one representative is 
said to have given up his entire com- 
mission of 5 per cent., so he could take 
care of the business.

Miss Margaret A. Scott, Teaching 


Brazilians in Great Coffee State of 


Miss Margaret A. Scott of the Mac- 
kenzie College, San Paulo, Brazil, is 
visiting at the home of Mrs. Stowell of 
No. 144 South Grand avenue. In 1891 
Miss Scott was principal of the Eighth- 
street school, Los Angeles. 

The State of San Paulo adjoins Rio de 
Janeiro on the south and west, and is 
the greatest ccffce-producing country 
in the world. Its capital city, of the 
same name, is the most enterprising of 
all the Brazilian towns, and contains 
College is a Protestant institution, 
Presbyterian in teaching, and has more 
than 600 pupils, graded through from 
the primary to the college courses. It 
was formerly a small mission school, 
but has outgrown its elementary stage 
and is now under the regency of the 
University of New York. 

Of her work in South America, Miss 
Scott said last evening: “Although I 
am an American I am proud of San 
Paulo. We are very modern down 
there, having good water, light and 
other municipal service and thousands 
of modern homes. We have an Ameri- 
can street-car company, the trolley cars 
being universally called ‘Bonds.’ ‘There- 
by hangs an amusing little tale. Years 
before the American corporation suc- 
ceeded in getting a foothold in the city 
an English concern floated a large bond 
issue for the same purpose. All the 
Brazilians heard was bonds, bonds and 
still more bonds, and when, after years 
of waiting the cars really did arrive, 
many of the untutored thought that 
they were the things of which so much 
had said; accordingly, ‘Bonds’ 
they are called to this day. 

“To get to San Paulo one has to 
climb about twenty-five hundred feet, 
and this is accomplished in a very short 
distance traveling up a sort of An- 
gels’ Flight, and the rcailway is just 
about as steep. 

“In some things I think our scholars 
are more advanced than the pupils of 
other countries. For instance, we teach 
in the primarv grades. conversaii mal 
French and English. and many little 
girls of 12 years can talk quite flu- 
ently in these languages, besides their 
native Portuguese. The children as 
well as their parents are gentle, sober 
and industrious. Many of them are 
Italians. for San Paulo has a popula- 
tion of 75,000 from that nation. A large 
proportion have embraced the Prot- 
estant faith, for we have regular scrip- 
tural service in our school every day. 
“The object of the training school, 
of which I am principal. is to edu- 
cate teachers for the primary grades.

- “When I frst came back to the 
United States, about five vears ago. I 
was impressed by the Independence and 
magnetism of the American women.

This would have given Vinson and 
the companion he had ample time to 
have returned form Downey, and the 
young woman says Vinson exhibited 
considerable confusion when she dis- 
closed her knowledge of the time he 
really did pass her lodgings. 

Guilty or innocent, Vinson had the 
implements that would have enabled 
him to commit the burglaries at the 
postoffice at Lordsburg, the Belmont 
robbery and the Downey safe-crack- 
ing, and he will probably be asked to 
establish alibis in each instance.

FOR A STUDY OF PLANT LIFE. 


As Economic Garden is About to Be 
Established by the Agricultural 
Department. 

{Washington Post:] A new and inter- 
esting feature is to be added to the al- 
ready numerous educational advant- 
ages of Washington. It will consist of 
an economic garden, to be located in 
the grounds of the Department of Ag- 


riculture.

The economic 
vided into three sections, in which win 
by shown the wild plants of the United 
States grouped from an esthetic, rather 
than from a botanical standpoint, the 
drug plants of the world, in so much as 
climatic and physical conditions will 
permit, and the herbaceous and eco- 
nomic plants not included in the pre- 
vious named sections. In the first- 
named sections the flora of the United 
States will be nted 


„ and, pos- 
sibly, for comparative purposes, plants 
from other countries will be introduced. 

These plans be arranged in 
groups with a view to demonstratin 
their value in landscape gardening an 
home decoration. Such plants as the 
golden rod, the wild clematis, the Vir- 
ginia creeper, the larkspurs, in 
several varieties, the wild roses, the 
asetrs, etc., will be used for this pur- 
pose, as well as a long list of others, 
an enumeration of which Prof. Wheeler, 
the scientist in charge, has already pre- 
pared. Several model school gardens, 
exemplifying the ideas of Secretary 
Wilson, as previously outlined, will be 
included in this section. 

Ali the plants will be carefully la- 
beled with both their common an 
tanical names. The gardens will be 
carefully cultivated, and every oppor- 
tun! whl be taken to make em 
attractive. The beds will be shallow, 
so that students and others will be 
able to approach each plant and stud 
its characteristics at close ran 3 

The drug garden will contain prac- 
tically all the drug plants of the world. 
it being a part of the project to devote 
a portion of the greenhouses already 
on the grounds to such as could not 
withstand the rigors of this climate. 
The classification of these plants will 
be arranged in accordance with their 
uses: for instance, all those from which 
are produced narcotics will occupy the 
same bed, thore from which are —— 
duced stimulants another: thore from 
which are produced emollients another, 
and 80 on. 

While the educational value of this 
collection is apparent, the chief object 
will be the instruction of druggists or 
pharmacists, who will thus be able to 
see at a glance the more important of 
all the plants from which drugs are 
produced. It is also probable that 
eventually a system of hybridization 
will be evolved by the scientists of the 
department as a result of this placing 
of ample material within easy ac 
which will result in improvement 
many of the drug plants and the em- 
phasizing of the medical principles 
which they contain. 

The third section will Include those 
plants which enter into the economic 
production of the country, such as ce- 
réals, rice, fiber plants, oil plants, and 
edible roots. Thus an opportunity will 
be afforded the student to compare 
the macaron! wheat, which is now be- 
Ing produced s0 extensively in the 
Northwest. with the softer varieties 
grown in Virginia, to study the cotton 
plant in its natura! state, the flax plants 
and the plants from which when cured 
and ufactured, are secured the 
twine and rope of commerce. 

Every facility will be afforded to the 
teachers, as it is the intention to {ssue 
a carefully prepared catalogue of all 
the plants contained in the ga 
which. in addition to giving a botan- 
ical description of the numerous varie- 
ties, will include a brief history of each 
plant, its utilization for ecenomiec pur- 
poses, and a description of the method 
pursued in its manufacture. These cat- 
alogues will be given free to all teach- 
ers, althouth it may be found neces- 
sary to make a slight charge to others. 
as much to prevent waste as to cover 
the cost of production. .

BLUEBERRY TIPS. Persons who 
buy canned blueberries these times 
would best pick out the small cans, if 
they want the dest berries of the 
years pick. A New York man just 
returned from far-eastern Maine iets 
the trade and public into an impor- 

e Hiueberry pickers of Maine 
who have been on the plains since Au- 
gust 10. are now packing their tents 
and stealing away to the cities, where 
they have a chance to spend their 
money. The season, which ended last 
week. has been the most successful on 
record. Nearly 150,000 bushels of the 
fruit have been gathered and canned, 
and though the weather has been cola 
and rainy at times, the pickers have 
made good wages from the start. 

Since the introduction of the blue- 
berry rake and the fanning mill. the 
— eanneries have 

econom and are putting up 
fruit which the average family man 
would hesitate to take home. For the 
last ten days the canneries have been 
engaged in filling large cans holding a 
gallon or more, all of which are in- 
tended for the use of hotels and res- 
taurants, where blueberry pudding is 
made by the hundredweight and biue- 
berry cake is turned out by the square 
rod. Though the fruit is clean and 
wholesome, it is very small and imma- 
ture, consisting of the undeveloped 
and shrunken products which grow on 
the very tip ends of the bushes. It is 
without flavor or juices, and has noth- 
ing but the dark purple color to cer- 
tify to its having grown on blueberry 
bushes. 

“The largest and most juicy berries 
are from the early pickings, and are 
put up in pint or quart cans. Later, 
when the fruit grows smalier and the 
workers are rushing to make a record, 
the two-quart cans are for a 
week or more. and at the end of 
the season, when the fruit averages 
no lerer than bird shot and has grown 
dry from long exposure to the sunlight, 
it is put up in galion cans and sent 
away for consumption in the hotels 
and boarding-houtes.”

All ess quotations must be advanced: 
yesterday's sales fixing the price for 
fresh ranch, candied, at 29 to 90 cents 
a dozen, with the market very firm and 
deniand good. Some dealers insist that 
the proper quotAtion for fresh ranch is 
about 29 cents, but even that price is 
lower than the present scarcity of 
“hen fruit’ would seem to justify. Re- 
tall dealers, many of them, are sell- 
ing at 35 cents, and, of course. whole- 
sale merchants are wanting their price 
to mount high enough to gobble up 
part of the present big retail profit. 
The market is stiff and advancing. 
With the retail price at 35 cents, it 
is not improbable that the wholesale 
price will soon reach 22 or 33 cents. 
Some wholesale dealers are offering 
ranchers 28 cents for all their eggs. 
Fancy fresh eastern eggs are moving 
rapidiy, under the present prices for 
ranch; so is the cold-Storage product.

Twenty-one cows have been 
entered in this contest, and it is prov- 
ing a most interesting race for those 
interested in the dairy business. The 
first test was made this morning, and 
it was found that “Rocky Page's Pet,” , 
a cow owned by E. E. Moore of Comp- 
ton, yielded 10.45 pounds of milk, which 
tested 11.04 butter fat. According to 
Prof. Anderson of San Luis Obi this 
is the highest percentage ever in 
a similar test.

EIGHTS HIS BODY 
AND LEAPS INTO BAY. 
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SICK YOUTH FINDS RELIEF IN 
DEATH AT CATALINA. 


George Seeligscn, Jr., Victim of Over- 
study at Harvard, Ends His Family's 
Travels for Health—Peop'c 
in Galveston, Tex. | 


AVALON, Oct. 2.—George Seeligson, 
Jr., a young man of 21, from Galves- 
ton, Tex., who, with his father, mother 
and sister, had been staying at Hotel 
Metropole since Monday, committed 
suicide by jumping into the bay from 
the end of the wharf here at some time 
a the night or early this morn- 

When the young man did not join 
the family at breakfast this morning 
the father discovered that he was not 
in his room, although most of his 
clothing was there. Thinking that he 
might have gone for a walk, nothing 
was said of the affair, until, as the 
morning wore away and he did not 
appear, the family was alarmed, fear- 
ing that something had befallen him, 
and a search was instituted. It was 
soon learned that a workman, just out 
on the wharf, had discovered a hat 
and light overcoat lying at the outer 
end and had taken them into the 
freight “Office, and these were readily 
identified as belonging to the young 
man. Constable Vincente Moricich 
then took a glass-bottom boat and lo- 
cated the body at the end of the 
wharf, from whence it was recovered 
with grappling irons. 

The young man had determined to 
make sure of his work, and had tied 
a heavy hand freight truck to his legs 
and then leaped into the water. The 
rope used in tying his lega to the truck 
had been in use as a “painter” on a 
skiff, and had been severed with a 
knife. No word or message, so far as 

was left, but the young man, 
it is known, had been greatly de- 


at suicide, but was not taken seriously. 

Young Seeligson was a some. 
manly-looking young man. He had 
been attending Harvard University for 
about five years, and would ave 
graduated last spring. Four months 
before the end of the term. however, 
his health failed him, and he was at- 
tacked with nervous prostration, and 
was obliged to discontinue his studies. 
He stood high in his classes, was 
bright and ambitious, and the blow 
was so severe that he grew melan- 
choly under it. His family hoped to 
cure the despondency by travel, and 
they had. spent the entire summer in 
going from place to place, in the at- 
tempt to interest him in new scenes. 

George Seeligeon, Sr., is a prominent 
and wealthy citizen of Galveston, Tex.. 
and was formerly a wholesale grocer 
of thta place, but retired from busi- 
ness a number of years ago. 
family is one of the oldest in Galves- 
ton.

IN LIQUOR TRIAL. 

BEACH OFFICER FIRES BACK 
AT “EL HUTCH.” 


LONG BEACH, Oct. 2—There was a 
little volcanic eruption in the trial of 
the Long Beach Social Club liquer case 
in the City Recorder’s Court this after- 
noon. Lava flowed freely and the out- 
burst for a time relieved the air and 
cleared the situation. 

It was the eighth day of the trial of 
the case against S. W. Cottle and H. B. 
Charles. accused of having kept a place 
where liquor was dispensed contrary to 
ordinance. The City Marshal hed been 
on the stand for two days and the de- 
fendants’ counsel had had a bout of 
questioning Health Officer Brown as to 
in pipe connections at the social 
club.

That speech by the witness seemed to 
raise his temper above a white heat 
and jt found vent by dissembling into 
luminous vapor. |
